AIMLESSLY WITHOUT COHERENT FOREIGN POLICY TO MEET 
CHALLENGES POSED BY PRC, SOVIET, OPEC, SK, NK, AND 
US DESIRE IT BE LESS "PASSIVE" IN PROVIDING FOR OWN 
SECURITY. LACKS GUIDING BEACON LIKE SECSTATE’S DETENTE, 
BRANDT S OSTPOLITIK OR DEGAULLE'S "GRANDEUR". HASN'T 
EVEN RATIFIED NPT, ALTHOUGH ONLY NATION TO SUFFER 
A-BOMB. ATTRIBUTES DRIFT TO ABSENCE CONSENSUS, EVEN 
WITHIN RULING LDP, AND TO GENUINE PUZZLEMENT OF INSULAR 
PEOPLE, AT OUTSIDE WORLD. SUGGESTS MIGHT CHANGE WHEN
